Applicants submit corrected drawings herewith. 

Figure 2 is amended to refer to elements 6 and 6a, whereas previously it listed "6" 
twice. The 6 and 6a were placed on the left and right side of the figure. Support is at page 1 1 , 
line 29 - page 12, line 27, which paragraph is being amended to correct the numbers. These 
changes are evident because this paragraph describes glazing element 6 comprising a glass 
(7)/interlayer (8)/glass (7) laminate, and a first attachment clip (9) and adjacent glazing 
element (6a) comprising a second glass (7)/interlayer (8)/glass (7) laminate and having a 
second attachment clip (9a). 

Applicants also removed four unnecessary lines from Figures 2 and 3, each near the 
gaskets labeled 12. As can be seen from the description is at page 1 1, line 29 - page 12, line 
27, these lines were drawn through air and did not belong in the drawings.
